From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
PIONEERS 

It was necessary, in order 
to have the City of Brooksville 
the grand community it is to¬ 
day, to have someone pioneer 
in the settling and cultivating 
of its ground. These hardy 
pioneers started this work 
one hundred years ago and 
the beauty of the community 
today is evidence enough of 
their tireless work and far¬ 
sightedness. 

While the City of Brooks¬ 
ville is looking with pride on 
the accomplishments of their 
pioneers it might be well to 
look in on the pioneers in oth¬ 
er lines. 

Twenty-five years ago, 
the first Butter-Nut Bread was 
delivered in Brooksville. This 
wholesome and nourishing 
bread has been delivered daily 
at Brooksville without a break 
from then up until the present 
day and has more than kept 
abreast of the times by the 


constant improvement of its 
product. 

The pioneer Schulz But¬ 
ter-Nut Bread man came to 
Brooksville driving a right- 
hand drive truck that today 
would be scoffed at by our 
modern age. Narrow, rough, 
and very often muddy and al¬ 
most impassable roads were 
barriers that had to be sur¬ 
mounted before the “Bread 
Man” reached his destination.

For twenty-five years 
Schulz Butter-Nut Bread has 
been served on the tables of 
Brooksville, always fresh and 
wholesome. 

Twenty-five years from 
now the same can probably be 
said again to include the next 
twenty-five years, which will, 
we know, be a quarter century 
more of progress for Brooks¬ 
ville.

GOD IS NOT AN OBJECT 

And we all, with unveiled face, beholding the glory of 
the Lord, are being transformed into the same image from 
one degree of glory to another For this comes from the 
Lord who is the Spirit. - 2 Corinthians 3:18 

We often talk about God as if He is an object to be 
contemplated or prayed to and that he resides in a faraway 
place we call Heaven. But, God is a subject and not an 
object. That is, God is not an object like a stone or a tree, but 
is a subject like you or I who is capable of experience and 
indeed capable of the kind of inter-subjective experience 
that we have with others which we call relationships. The 
reason that it is wrong to stare at others or to "use” them is 
because they are subjects, not objects. But, God is a special 
sort of subject in that He is everywhere (omnipresent) and 
yet not concrete and tangible in the way that human subj ects 
are. Therefore, we cannot know God in the direct way that 
we know our fellow human beings. How people know 
God is different for everyone. Some know Him through 
His creation while others know Him through prayer and 
meditation. Still others may know Him through their work 
with the poor and unfortunate, while others will see Him 
in His representatives in their churches, synagogues and 
mosques. However you see and know God, be aware that 
He loves you and cares for you and wants you to be happy.

Howdy Folks! What 
started out as a simple 
check of the recycling trailer 
behind the Brooksville Fire 
Department on Sunday 
afternoon, turned into an 
adventure that lasted longer 
than we wanted in the heat 
of the day! One of the trailer 
doors was opened and we 
quickly found out the reason 
behind this ‘door ajar’. 
Someone had tried to put a 
full glass panel from a storm 
door into the trailer and had 
gotten it jammed. Other folks 
had come along and placed 
their recycling on top of the 
protruding glass panel which 
meant that we first had to 
remove the recycling from 
the surface of the glass. With 
that job completed, we began 
the removing the glass panel 
very carefully! Just as we 
were on the last heave-ho, all 
the pressure of the removal 
process proved too much for 
the panel and it busted into 
what seemed to be a million 
pieces of safety glass! Now 
we had the added step of 
finding a broom, dust pan 
and cleaning up the mess! 
Trying to find the good in this 
situation was a bit difficult, 
but we concluded that it 
was better that it was safety 
glass and not chards of glass 
everywhere! 

We cannot emphasize 
enough that glass, other than 
bottles and food jars, is not 
recyclable in this area! There 
was more of this safety glass 
inside the trailer, so obviously, 
there were other panels 
involved. Granted, the safety 
glass is less dangerous, but it 
still does not justify anyone 
putting this into the recycling 
trailer. All the many, many 
pieces of that safety glass that 
was in the trailer will have to 
be dealt with at the Recycling 
Center and you can bet that 
much of the recycling in that 
trailer was contaminated 
with those pieces of glass! 
Please read the instructions 


on the trailers regarding the 
items that are acceptable for 
recycling and if you have any 
questions, do not hesitate to 
call us! A quick call would 
have prevented this problem! 
We would like to give the 
guilty party the benefit of the 
doubt - they put the glass into 
the trailer out of ignorance 
of the rules and not because 
they wanted to get rid of the 
glass panels! 

Last Wednesday the 
Germantown trailer was also 
a mess. There were several 
buckets of paint in a white 
plastic bag and the lid had 
popped open a little on one 
of the buckets. Fortunately, 
Bin was able to retrieve the 
bag before too much damage 
was done to the trailer or the 
contents, but be advised that 
taking heavy items out of the 
trailers is a lot harder task 
then putting them into the 
trailers! Not only was there 
paint, but a large bag of white 
plastic sheeting, lots of clear 
sheeting that had been used 
as drop cloths, a whole box 
of empty, black spray paint 
cans, Styrofoam, a piece of 
glass approximately 2 feet x 
18 inches that was cracked 
and definitely not safety glass, 
a bag of trash, some paper 
plates with pieces of chicken 
still on them!

This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a safe, 
clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We want to assure that we will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high quality product. 
Water is the most indispensable product in every home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water source and the water system. 


The source of your drinking water is ground water from wells. The area around the wells is mostly residential but also contains some agricultural, recreational, and light 
industry activities and has a moderate susceptabilty. The final source water assessment for our system has been completed and is contained in the Bracken County Water 
Supply Plan.The plan indicates that the source water is susceptible to some contaminants caused by agricultural activities in the area.The Plan is available for inspection at 
the Buffalo Trace Area Development District (606-564-4333), located at 327 west 2Nd St., Maysville, KY 41056. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not 
necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk.

The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of 

the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and may pick up substances resulting from the presence 
of animals or from human activity. Contaminants that may be present in source water include: Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, (sewage plants, septic 
systems, livestock operations, or wildlife).

We are adressing in this CCR to correct the problem, and taught the operators on how 
not to overlook it in the future. Total Coliform - Conforms are bacteria that are naturally present in the environment and are used as a indicator that other, 
potentially-harmful, bacteria may be present. Conforms were found in more samples than allowed and this was a warning of potential problems. 


We also received a violation for incorrectly reporting the 90th percentiles for lead and copper last year in the CCR. It was a typo and we have solved it in this 
years CCR. The correct numbers are in the table above. Lead. Infants and children who drink water containing lead in excess of the action levle could 
experience delays in their physical or mental development. Children could show slight deficits in attention span and learning abilites. Adults who drink this water 
over many years could develop kidney problems or high pressure. Copper. Copper is an essential nutrient, but some people who drink water containing copper 
in excess of the action level over a relatively short amount of time could experience gastrointestinal distress.

Attorney General Conway warns 
KY consumers of IRS phone scam 


Attorney General Jack 
Conway is warning Kentuck¬ 
ians to protect themselves 
from fraud and be vigilant 
of phone scams claiming 
to be associated with the 
Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS). Recently, Attorney 
General Conway’s Office 
of Consumer Protection has 
received calls from consum¬ 
ers who report that they have 
been contacted by scammers 
identifying themselves as 
IRS representatives or “offi¬ 
cers.” The scammers are re¬ 
portedly telling victims they 
owe money to the IRS. The 
scammers are also leaving 
voice messages stating that 
the victim must take care of 
a “time-sensitive matter” and 


return the call, or the IRS 
will take legal action against 
the victim. To date, the calls 
have originated from 415 and 
202 area codes. 

“If you receive a call 
from someone claiming to 
be a representative from the 
IRS who is threatening to 
take legal action against you, 
that is a strong indicator that 
it’s not really the IRS,” At¬ 
torney General Conway said. 
“Additionally, when the IRS

first contacts a taxpayer, they 
do so via postal mail, not by 
phone.” 

Oftentimes, scammers 
participating in this type of 
scheme use common names 
and fake IRS badges num¬ 
bers. They may also demand 
payment via a prepaid debit 
card or wire transfer; how¬ 
ever, the IRS doesn’t ask 
for either of these payment 
methods, nor will they ask for 
credit card numbers. Con¬ 
sumers are also encouraged 
to be vigilant of fake emails 
that look like legitimate IRS 
correspondence. 

Additionally, General 
Conway and his Office of 
Consumer Protection recom¬ 
mend the following tips for 
consumers: 

• Don’t provide any ac¬ 
count or other personal infor¬ 
mation. Hang up the phone. 

• Never wire money to a 
person you don’t know. Once 
you wire money, particularly 
to a destination out of state or 
out of county, it is very diffi¬ 
cult or impossible to recover 
the funds. 

• If you owe - or think you 
owe - federal taxes, call the 
IRS at 800-829-1040. IRS 
workers can help you with 
your payment questions. 

• Forward emails from 
the IRS to phishing@irs.gov. 

Victims and consumers 
wishing to report phone scams 
can contact the Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection at 888-432- 
9257 or visit ag.ky.gov. Con¬ 
sumers can also report scams 
to the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion (FTC) at 877-382-4357 or 
ftc.gov/complaint.

NCAA president Mark Emmert 
testified in the O’Bannon versus 
NCAA antitrust trial last week. 
In the Show-Me-The-Money 
crowd testimony nobody want¬ 
ed to hear, Emmert was stead¬ 
fast that a primary reason why 
fans embrace college sports is 
because they’re attached to a 
school and community. 

““To convert college sports 
into professional sports would 
be tantamount to converting it 
into minor league sports,” he 
added. “And we know that in 
the U.S. minor league sports 
aren’t very successful either for 
fan support or for the fan expe¬ 
rience.” 

Amen. 

View here: This case will 
go to U.S. Supreme Court with 
a judgement forthcoming in say, 
2018, with a ruling that man¬ 
dates student-athletes should be 
compensated. 

That outcome will mark 
the end of college sports golden 
goose era, followed by Power 
Conference affiliates (SEC, Big 
Ten, ACC, Big 12 and Pac-10) 
who will compete for markets 
alongside the NFL and NBA, 
compete for television money 
and endorsements. 

Best case scenario: So- 
called mid-major college pro¬ 
grams will rise as a new op¬ 
tion for fans. Caliber of play 
may not be power league level, 
but fans who can still believe 
they’re watching amateurs, and 
paying reasonable ticket prices, 
will embrace it the competition, 
leaving the money-grubbing 
professionals to their fate.

In approving this Ordinance, the three entities will 
authorize the creation of the Authority, as herein set out, 
and agrees to assist and support the Authority as it develops 
a funding package and procures engineering services for 
the construction of a region-serving wastewater treatment 
plant and necessary collection mains to transport the waste 
stream to this treatment facility. 

It is further agreed among the Parties that the 
procedure for establishing service rates shall be based on 
the actual costs of providing the wastewater services to 
the wastewater customers. 

The first reading of Ordinance Number 14-001 — an 
Ordinance relating to the establishment of the Augusta 
Regional Sewer Authority, Inc. and charging same with 
ownership, operation and management of designated 
wastewater facilities and the determination of cost based 
rates for wastewater services passed by vote of the Bracken 
County Fiscal Court on May 14, 2014, a summary of the 
ordinance was published in the Bracken County News 
on May 29, 2014, a public hearing and second reading 
of the Ordinance was held on the 11th day of June 2014 
and passed by unanimous vote of the Fiscal Court. This 
ordinance becomes effective and is in full force and effect 
with its publication in the Bracken County News on the 
26th day of June, 2014.

My name is Hailee Evans 
and I’m 10 years old. Maybe 
you have met me at school 
or around town. Maybe you 
have seen my big brother 
carrying me around at the 
park. Maybe you have seen 
me walking off the field at a 
baseball game. But what you 
don’t see is MY PAIN. I have 
Ehlers Danlos. 

Ehlers-Danlos syndrome 
is a group of inherited disor¬ 
ders that cause problems with 
collagen. This is the mate¬ 
rial that provides strength 
and structure to skin, bone, 
blood vessels, and internal 
organs. Collagen is the glue 
that holds our bodies togeth¬ 
er. Complications of Ehlers- 
Danlos syndrome include: 
•Chronic joint pain -Chronic 
fatigue •Failure of surgical 
wounds to close or stitches 
tear out -Rupture of major 
vessels, including a ruptured 
aortic aneurysm -Rupture of 
a hollow organ such as the 
uterus or bowel -Rupture of 
the eyeball. 

Ehlers-Danlos syndrome 
is rare, affecting less than 
one in 10,000 people. It af¬ 
fects both men and women 
equally, and occurs among 
people of all racial and eth¬ 
nic backgrounds. There is 
no ‘cure’ and there is not 
enough knowledge or aware¬ 
ness to raise funding for re¬ 
search. I have never met 
someone like me. My condi¬ 
tion is so rare, most doctors 
only read about it in medical 


school. My parents have had 
to travel far to find doctors 
that can help me. Every trip 
to a doctor takes around 4 
hours. They have to review 
and ask questions. But what 
we hear the most is “What is 
that? I’ve never heard of it?” 
even from doctors; we carry 
a folder with medical infor¬ 
mation everywhere we go. 
If something happens to me 
we have to wait for answers 
sometimes hours, sometimes 
days. I see a genetic doctor, 
heart doctor, rheumatologist, 
physical therapist and my pe¬ 
diatrician. 

So what does this mean 
to me? I can’t wear flip-flops 
or fancy shoes, they hurt. 
I can’t sit by the river and 
watch 4th of July fireworks 
without a chest protector; the 
sound of them exploding or 
loud diesel trucks hurt. Just 
playing with my daddy my 
hip dislocated. When I rolled 
over in bed my rib came 
loose and got stuck on my 
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hip bone. My ribs separate 
from my chest bone, and it 
feels like I’m having a heart 
attack. You can’t squeeze me 
when you hug me it hurts. I 
bruise really easy; I get very 
tired from normal things like 
riding a bike. I have played 
baseball the last 4 years but 
every year it gets more pain¬ 
ful; this year I had to quit. 
Chewing bubble gum for 
longer than 10 minutes hurts. 
I can’t play ring around the 
Rosie, jump rope, or run on 
a sidewalk. Any small thing 
that can cause a jerk will dis¬ 
locate my ankles, knees, hips, 
elbows, shoulders, wrist, and 
ribs. Writing in school or 
coloring can hurt me. My 
parents check my bath water 
because I don’t feel extreme 
hot or cold. I can get burnt 
without knowing something 
is hot. 

I have been called fidg¬ 
ety, clumsy, lazy, small, and 
a complainer. Sometimes 
I get really sad, and cry. I 
don’t think people believe 
me when I say I can’t do that 
it hurts. Getting out of bed 
or stretching can hurt. If I 
sit without moving for more 
than 30 minutes it hurts. 
Going to the dentist hurts 
because Novocain doesn’t 
work. Not all pain meds 
work on me. My mom and 
dad take turns massaging my 
knees, hands, back and feet 
sometimes for hours to help 
relieve the pain. There are 
days where nothing works to 
take all the pain away; I will 
take 4 or 5 baths just to soak 
in the warm water.

Chigger time 
in Kentucky

It’s chigger time across 
Kentucky. Just talking about 
them may make you itch. 
Chiggers are actually the im¬ 
mature stage of certain mite 
species. You’ll find them 
most often in overgrown 
bushy areas. They also con¬ 
gregate in shady, humid ar¬ 
eas near stream banks, under 
or around shade trees or in 
berry thickets. 

Only the larval (imma¬ 
ture) stage of this family 
of mites causes the itching 
problem. After hatching, lar¬ 
vae crawl around until they 
find and attach to a suitable 
host. In addition to humans, 
chiggers feed on a variety of 
wild and domestic animals, 
including snakes, turtles, 
birds, rodents and domestic 
pets such as dogs and cats. 

A widespread myth is 
that chiggers burrow into 
your skin and feed on your 
blood. This isn’t true. In¬ 
stead, they attach to a skin 
pore or hair follicle and then 
inject a salivary fluid that 
produces a hard, domed area 
around them, and they use 
a feeding tube to withdraw 
liquefied tissues from hosts. 
The red welt rash and intense 
itching are allergic reactions

to the salivary secretions and 
can last for up to two weeks 
or longer. 

Larvae feed for about 
three or four days; then drop 
off and eventually mature 
into non-parasitic adults. 

There are ways you can 
protect yourself from these 
itchy pests. Avoid walk¬ 
ing through unmown fields, 
brush and other overgrown 
areas. Instead, walk in the 
center of mown trails to 
avoid bmshing up against

congregate. 

Create a chigger barrier 
when you hike or camp in 
potentially chigger-infested 
areas so that chiggers can’t 
come in contact with your 
skin. Wear long pants that 
are tucked into boots or 
socks and long-sleeve shirts. 
Clothing made of tightly 
woven fabrics keep chig¬ 
gers from reaching the skin 
as easily. 

You can also apply an 
insect or tick repellent; just 
be sure to read and follow 
the directions on the con¬ 
tainer. Products containing 
DEET or picaradin are easy 
to find and use. Also, there 
are clothing treatments con¬ 
taining permethrin. 

Showering or bathing 
immediately after coming 
indoors effectively removes 
chiggers that have not yet 
attached. If that is not pos¬ 
sible, thoroughly and briskly 
mbbing your skin with a dry 
towel may remove many 
chiggers before they are able 
to attach and feed. 


While chiggers are most 
common in wild overgrowth, 
they can also make a home in 
shady areas of yards, parks, 
camps, picnic sites and rec¬ 
reation areas. You can con¬ 
trol chiggers in your outdoor 
environment with effective 
vegetation management that 
allows penetration of sun¬ 
light and reduces humidity. 
Prune trees and bushes and 
mow closer to allow more 
sunlight and to lower hu¬ 
midity. Remove scrub brush 
piles and accumulated de¬ 
bris to reduce protection for 
small animals and are impor¬ 
tant hosts for chiggers. As an 
added benefit, these steps 
will reduce problems with 
ticks as well.
